quence, the full confidence and re¬ 
spect of the bank examiner and 
the depositors. As long as such 
men as Hon. Samuel B. Twitchel], 
president of the institution, Judge 
A. E; Herrick, treasurer, Hon. J. 
M. Philbrook and Eben S. Kilborn, 
Esq., who are directors, run the 
bank, my deposit at least, will 
doubtless not be withdrawn. 

In the same building is the 
Bethel News office, where one of 
the best local papers in Llie State 
is printed. Its editor is a hustler, 
and he has firmly established the 
paper, and the best of it is that he 
has made it pay. 

The new hotel is a great addi¬ 
tion to the place, and the many 
fine residences—more in proportion 
to the population than any village 
I know—go very far towards estab 
lishing the claim to the most beau¬ 
tiful village in Maine. 

Near the postofilce I met my old 
friend and military hero, Gen. 
Clark S. Edwards, who took me to 
his homo to talk of the events dur 
Ing the great conflict In which he 
was so prominent an actor. He, 
however, never puts it that way. 
It is always what the “old Fifth 
Maine” did. He was always a very 
modest man and I learn some¬ 
thing every time I meet him. The 
geueral was born March 26, 1S24, 
and is consequently in his 79fch 
year. He stands as straight as 
w’hen in the early springtime of 
’61 he raised the first company of 
citizen soldiery, and leaving wife 
and children, marched away to up¬ 
hold the grand old stars and 
stripes upon many bloody battle¬ 
fields. He and they did some¬ 
thing for the preservation of tlie 
freest and best government upon 
the face of all the earth. Measur¬ 
ed by what he did, he was entitled 
to com mand a corps and wear the 
double star of a major general. 

In his parlor are two paintings, j 
one represents that conflict at Rap¬ 
pahannock station, where his com¬ 
mand captured mor>» or the enemy 
than he had men in it, and whore 
lie and one of his men gathered in 
over a score of swords. The other 
is the fighting at the Bloody Anglo 
at Spofctsylvania, where he with 
his band of heroes load the 12 pick¬ 
ed regiments into the works of the 
enemy, the first roai success of the 
Army of the Potomac under Gen. 
Grant, after the beginning of the 
Wilderness campaign in May ’61. 

I wont out on the street With 
him. The children whom we met 
greeted him as they might a fath¬ 
er, and he had a kind word for all, 
It was always thus. While at 
Pattee’s Mill in Albany, where ho 
began active business life, he al¬ 
ways cared for the little ones, A 
scantily clad urchin, in particular, 
was often taken by him and held 
above the coals in an old iron ket¬ 
tle in order to keep his little feet 
and hands from freezing. Many 
years afterward a fine looking man, 
dressed in the height of fashion, 
stopped by tlie roadside near his 
farm in Bethel and spoke to him. 
“You appear to. know me,” said 


for me at 

words of encouragement, when 
there appeared to be no hope of my 
ever doing anything or being any 
body of moment.” 

The general’s health is remark¬ 
ably good for his age. Barring his 
eyesight, which is very poor, his 
physical condition is as good as it 
was five years ago. His mind, too 
is as bright as it ever was. He has' 
been setting out pine trees and 
helping to clear up a tract he and 
his'two sons, Fred and Mace, have 
recently purchased. 

When Bethel shall erect a mon¬ 
ument to her military heroes, 
under the name of Gen. Clark 8. 
Edwards, should be cut these 
words, written home to his wife in 
the dark days of ’62. “I cannot 
leave the army while within tlie 
.sound of Rebel cannon.” 

Tuesday morning Hon. Jonathan 
Bartlett of Stoneham of the board 
who will be chairman of it for the 
next two years, beginning Jan. 1, 
having arrived, we started bright 
and early with a double team for 
the lake region.

The surroundings have not much 
changed for many years. They 
are primitive onough, yet the place 
has the honor of giving to the State 
one of its brightest legal minds. 
Newry has always taken pride in 
Enoch Foster and supported him.

A Child Bishop. 

A curious custom formerly prevail¬ 
ing on St. Nicholas day was the elec¬ 
tion i of a boy to maintain the state 
and authority of a bishop, for which 
purpose he was clothed in rich epis¬ 
copal robes and wore a miter. Dean 
Colet, in the statutes of St. Paul’s 
school, expressly ordains that “his 
scholars should every Childermas (In¬ 
nocents) day come to Paulis churcbe 
and bear the chylde bishop’s sermon, 
'and after be at the hygh masse and 
each of them offer a penny to the 
chylde bishop,” On Nov. 13, 1554, the 
bishop of London ordered that all the 
churches in his diocese should elect 
boy bishops to take part in proces¬ 
sions in the sheets of the metropolis. 
With the rise* of Protestantism this 
election was suppressed, but the Eton 
Montem was a continuance under an¬ 
other form. The “boy preacher” was 
known in England before he came from

The English Navy. 

In the earliest times of the British 
navy there was practically no distinc¬ 
tion between the merchantman and the 
man-of-war. In the rare times of peace 
men-of-war traded as merchantmen, 
while merchantmen always went arm¬ 
ed. Thus In time of war the trader be¬ 
came the warship and yice versa. 
From the time of the conquest and 
probably earlier down to the days of 
Elizabeth this was the ordinary prac¬ 
tice, Elizabeth hired out ships of the 
navy for all sorts of purposes, from 
piracy to slave trading, taking her 
share of the profits when the venture 
was successful and disclaiming all re¬ 
sponsibility when it wasn't. 

Henry III,, who may be described as 
the originator of the navy! as a special 
fighting force, hired out the ships spe¬ 
cially built for tile navy in times of 
peace and even allowed them to be* 
taken away from their appointed sta¬ 
tions provided that the hirers deposited 
due security for the return of the ships 
with their tackle and all equipment in 
a proper state of efficiency. The prac¬ 
tice ceased after the repulse of the 
Spanish armada, -when the fighting 
ship, as such, became distinct from the 
trader.—London Globe.

Timely anil Practical Hints For the 
Vegetable Growers, 

Celery,—Now is the time to apply 
fertilizer on each side of the rows and 
draw an inch or so of earth over it 
with the hoe, This applies to early 
and late plantings. If celery is wanted 
for exhibiting in the early part of Sep¬ 
tember, it will want all the pushing 
along it can possibly get. 

Endive will require plenty of atten¬ 
tion in transplanting and watering. 

Lettuce will need close attention too. 
Seed can yet be sown in the open in 
this section, although we are getting 
close to our time limit. Sow a little 
of forcing kinds in frames or outside 
and transplant to frames. Such kinds 
as Belmont Forcing and Glasshouse 
answer well. 

Parsley.—Where an early supply in 
spring is required seed should he sown 
now in frames and wintered over. 

Tomatoes.—Give prompt attention to 
them now in thinning out growth and 
tying in. Some of the large lower 
leaves may be removed to let in light 
and sun. 

Onions.—Where they are ripe and fit 
for pulling no time should he lost. 'I 
notice if left in the ground but a short 
time after thej- are ripe and a shower 
comes they quickly make new root 
again, which is evidently detrimental 
to their keeping qualities. When once 
pulled, keep as dry as possible and 
thoroughly ripen them if required for 
late keeping. 

Seed of Tripoli varieties, such as 
Giant Rocea, can be sown in frames 
now' and -wintered over if' large bulbs 
are wanted for special purposes next 
season. 

Turnips.—It is now' about the last 
call in many sections for the last sow¬ 
ing of white turnips. 

Spinach.—A sowing of the broad 
leaved kinds may be made now for 
fail use.—E. P. Meredith, Massachu-1 
setts, in American Gardening. j

room and see if our tables are all right, 
so that we will be able to push the 
ivork. I have shown a good, handy 
and serviceable one in Fig. 2. 

The frame is made from 1 by 4 inch 
boards nailed together. It should be 
three feet wide and as long as the 
room W'ill permit.

At the back are 
two hinges to fasten to the wall. When 
the season is over, you can remove the 
legs, which are put on with hinges.

Quick Method of Tying; anil Fartli- 

iniff Up tided try Market Gardeners. 

The Uiost common method of all for 
blanching celery on, a small scale is 
that of banking with soil, and it is by 
this method that the finest flavor can 
be obtained. Where the plants arc 
set in single rows the soil Can often 
be partially thrown up by means of 
a plow, or, better, by a celery biller. 
There are several forms of this ma¬ 
chine, but they all work on one prin¬ 
ciple—that of a diagonally set surface 
to throw up the soil, Before the plow 
or banking machine is used a small 
amount of dirt must be placed around 
the plants by hand to hold them up in 
position while the earth is being 
thrown around them. This may also 
be accomplished by tying up the plants 
with paper twine. 

Instead of tying each plant by knot¬ 
ting around it a short piece of string 
fasten the end of the string around 
the first plant in a row, then pass to 
the second plant Without cutting or 
breaking the string. While the out¬ 
side leaves of the Second plant are 
I brought up together by the left hand 
j carry the string once around by altow -1 
ing it to run between the thumb and j 
finger of the right hand and so on' 
from plant to plant until a whole row ! 
is held up Without breaking the string 
and by tying it at the ends only. 

This work is greatly facilitated by ' 
strapping to the right forearm a tin 
can In which the ball of cord is placed, 
the inside end of the suing being de¬ 
livered through a hole in the bottom 
of the can. Another very good method 
of holding tile celery up while the earth 
is being placed around it is by tempo¬ 
rarily setting up boards, which are re¬ 
moved as soon as the soil is in posi¬ 
tion. 


Stray Bits of Experience In Feeding 
From Various Experimenters. 

A test of wheat versus corn gave re¬ 
sults in favor of wheat for egg produc¬ 
tion. In the case of Leghorn pullets 
the addition of dried blood to the ra¬ 
tion considerably increased the egg 
yield. With Plymouth Rock pullets 
no effect was noticed ou the yearly egg 
record. "With both breeds the lots re¬ 
ceiving dried blood began laying ear¬ 
lier than those to which it was not fed. 

An unlimited supply of sweet skim- 
milk can apparently be given to chick¬ 
ens with .advantage, but sour milk 
must be fed with caution. 

It Is very Important that the dishes 
from which milk is fed should be 
cleaned often and scalded occasionally. 

Close confinement and lack of varie¬ 
ty of food, especially such as is rich 
in nitrogen, are conditious likely to 
bring on feather eating. 

No advantage was derived in ‘using 
hot water for moistening food for 
Chicks.

By the comparison of a nitrogenous 
and a carbonaceous ration for laying 
hens it was found that the fowls were 
heavier and the eggs more fertile by 
the use of the nitrogenous and, al¬ 
though this cost more, it resulted the 
more profitably. 

Dried blood used with grain and 
green food gave better results than 
either ox liver or green cut bone. 

Finely ground grain gave better re¬ 
sults than coarse cracked grain for 
young chicks. 

A highly nitrogenous ration during 
the summer or molting season is rec¬ 
ommended.

Experiments at the Storrs station for 
Increasing protein show that by the 
use of nitrogenous fertilizers one can¬ 
not only get an Increase In quantity, 
but fin increase in the proportion of 
nitrogen in grasses, wheat, oats and 
corn, This is very Important to dairy¬ 
men and helps to solve the problem of 
how to produce the protein Which they 
need. The use of 2501 to 300 pounds 
nitrate of Soda per acre on grass land 
has been found to almost double the 
amount of nitrogen In the plant.—

While 
drinking from one spring one can 
nearly touch the other with the toe 
of his boot. The water runs from 
here in different directions, but 
they unite again at Bethel. 

We stopped at Abbott's hotel for 
the night. In the evening we went 
into Mr. Charles Chase’s store. 
Chase is the oracle of the village, 
and a character. He is a typical 
Yankee, tall, angular, and muscu¬ 
lar. His right arm while talking 
has the sweep of an arm of a derrick. 
His head keeps time with his 
hands. For the whole evening he 
kept us amused. He can tbil one 
all about the wonderful events 
which have taken place around 
there, and has a fund of informa¬ 
tion that appears to be inexhaust¬ 
ible. He can also talk horse by 
the hour. I left him with reluct¬ 
ance, I went to sleep with him 
in mind, as the wind drove the 
rain against the building. 

We hitched up quite early and 
drov^ down to the Lakeside House 
which is in New Hampshire. It 
has been well patronized all 
through the season, and many had 
not yet left, We learned that 
around this place and Upton vil¬ 
lage prices for provisions and even 
for cord wood are about as high 
as in the cities. The people ap 
pear to he prosperous and happy 
Mr. Philbroolc buys a great many 
cattle, sheep and lambs in this 
section, He doesn’t make much 
per head, for the sellers know ex¬ 
actly what prices are in the Bright 
on market. They like to trade 
with “John,” as they familiarly call 
.him. In fact they “swear by him.” 

On this trip he made several 
purchases. “I have to do it,” ho 
skid, “or I should not got enough 
to pay my expenses.” He gave us 
a list of items of his expenses 
during his last Lake trip, which 
completely ate tip his fees for 
services, And this is true of every 
man on the board. But one 
county commissioner over made 
anything out of his JD ike trips. It 
is said that some of the boards 
years ago used to divide up $100 
between them on these tours of in- j 
spection, No such practise is in 
vogue to-day, however,

To dry 
clean well moisten some sawdust with 
benzoline and rub this well in, chang¬ 
ing as it gets soiled, says Home Chat 
If washed, make a nice suds with soap 
jelly and hot Water in which you can 
comfortably bear your hand (a heaped 
tablespoonfui to a gallon and a tea¬ 
spoonful of borax). Let it soak in this 
for half an hour. Souse up and down 
in this, then wash in a weaker suds 
with only half quantities of soap and. 
borax and rinse In lukewarm water. 
Press out as much Water as possible 
or run through a wringer. Shake well 
and hang in the shade to dry, When 
half dry, rub well between the hands 
to soften it and again well shake.
